scious analytical human mind served a pragmatic function 
either in the lives of their creators or in the lives 
of Homo sapiens in general? (5) When in the course

did the conscious analytical human mind bring into 
existence geometrically stylized/naturalistic works 

of art that were not intended to serve either in 

the lives of their creators or in the lives of Homo 
sapiens in general a pragmatic function? (6) When

(7) When and where did the conscious analytical 
human mind bring into existence the first geometrical- 
ly stylized/nonnaturalistic works of art that were 

not intended to serve either in the lives of their 
creators or in the lives of Homo sapiens in general 

a pragmatic function? (8) When and where did the 
conscious analytical human mind bring into existence 
the first nongeometrically stylized/naturalistic works 
of art that were not intended to serve either in the lives 

of their creators or in the lives of Homo sapiens 

in general a pragmatic function? (9) What is the 
pragmatic function in the service of which the great- 
est number of works of art were brought into existence in the 
seven-thousand-year period ending in the year 1900 A.D.?
